WASHINGTON, June  18.—Al- 
most a million and a half aliens are 
expected to return to the lands of 
their birth. On an average they 
are expected to take with them 
$3000 in cash or securities. If this 
figure is correct and it represents 
much investigation on the part of 
the government it means that ar’ 
Foon as passports can be had and 
steamship space can be secured ar 
army of men and women and 3 
treasure of §3,000,000,000 will de- 
part from the United States. Mort 
of the emigrants will not returr 
and the money mill be a total loss 
as far as this country is concerned. 
From data collected in the steel 
and iron industry of the country 
by the Department of Labor cen- 
ters from representative aliens of 
the various nationalities, estimates 
have been made of the percentage 
of aliens who plan to return to 
their home countries These per- 
centages are based on figures gl 
ing the number of aliens of each 


turning to Europe. 

Thus, of 163.498 Poles 
by the investigation, 34,590, or 
15.04 per cent., will return to Po- 
land. In some cases the figures re- 
ported were only of the number of 
aliens who will return to their 
home countries and did not show 
what relation that number bears to 
the total population of the nation- 
ality in that community. 

However, the following figures 
are representative: Of the Austro- 
Hungarians covered 28.02 per cent. 
will return; Poles, 15.04 per cent.; 
Russians, 35.70 per cent.; Croatians, 
21.75 per cent.; Lithuanians, 9.72 
per cent.; Rumanians, 64.20 per 
cent.; Italian and Greeks, 11 per 
dent.; Serbs, 36.90 per cent.; 
Slovaks, 34.50 per cent. 

Mr. Ethelbert Stewart, who has 
charge of the investigation, says «a 
very conservative estimate of the 
number who will return is 
1,300,000 and that this is in excess 
of the ordinary outgo of aliens. 
There are something lie 460,000, 
mostly Italians, who have come to 
our shores in the early spring of 
each year, working until fall and 
returned to Italy. This migratory, 
group has not been considered in 
the investigation being conducted 
by Mr. Stewart's service, as will he 
seen from the low percentage of 
Italians who are reported as being 
about to return. Inasmuch as 
these aliens have not been able to 
send money home for four years 
they are for the most part provided 
with ample funds and the investi- 
gation and inspection service esti- 


mates that the average amount 
each one will carry with him is 
about $3000.

JUAREZ (Mex) June 18.—Villa 
and his forces were in the Galiana 
district of Western Chihuahua late 
yesterday, according to reports re- 
ceived at military headquarters here 
today. Gen. Pablo wr Who was 
sent to the relief of Juarez with 
a column of cavalry, is pursuing the 
Villa column. 

Gonzales, Federal command- 
er here, announced today that full 
guarantees would be given all 
Americans crossing to Juarez from 
Tl Paso. He also gave orders to ar- 
rest and punish anyone in Juarez 
caught attempting to cause anti- 
American demonstrations or spread- 
ing anti-American propaganda, it 
was officially — any anti-Amer- 
ican demo oceurred here 
yesterday. 

Gen. Gonzales and his staff issued 
a manifesto to the Mexican people 
denying he or any of his officers 
asked for aid from the American 
military authorities to repel the 
Villa attacks and adding that. at 
the time the American troops 
crossed in pursuit of Villa, there 
were no Villa rebels in Juares, all 

having been driven out during Sun- 
day night.

When Lieut. Joseph F. (“Pug”) 

Waddell returned yesterday from 
his honeymoon trip, following his 
marriage, Junell,to Miss Marjorie 
Reddout, he found as a surprise gift 
from Gen. John J. Pershing a cita- 
tion announcing that on March 27, 
last, he was awarded the Distin- 
Suished Service Cross “for extraor- 
dinary bravery and heroism in ac- 
tion.” This medal is always awarded 
| publicly, and it is expected that 
Lieut. Waddell will soon be called 
to either the Arcadia Balloon 
School, March Field, Riverside, or to 
the North land Aviation Field, 
San Diego, and tnere, in the pres- 
ence of his fellow-aviators, the 
highest ranking mer present will 
read the official story of the air 
battle which took place on October 
12, 1918, at Fontaines and Hara- 
mount, France, during which Lieut. 
Waddell brouht one German plane 
to the gPound, in the face of the 
fire of twelve German planes, with 
five more Germans hurrying also to 
the attack. 
Lieut. Waddell was a member of 
the One Hundred and Third Aero 
Squadron, which was formerly, 
when in the French service, the fa- 
mous Lafayette Escadrille. 

After training from June 15, 1917, 
until June, 1918, a greater part 
of the time in Italy, and also at 
fields in France, Lieut. Waddell! was 
sent into flights over the German 
lines, and on October 10 brought 
down his first German plane at St.

Two days later came the air bat- 
tle, for his work in which Lieut. 
Waddell is to receive the Distin- 
guished Service Cross, America’s 
highest military award. Lieuts. 
Larner, Waddell and Charles Dolan 
of Boston, took the air, and when 
four miles over into German terri- 
tory beyond the River Meuse. 
northeast of Verdun, and at an ele- 
vation of 11,000 feet, sighted three 
German Fokkers, which the Ger- 
mans had sent out as bait for Amer- 
loan aviators. In the event of an 
attack seven German planes were 
flying near enough to come to the 
rescue of the “bait” and beyond the 
seven were five more, and back of 
them a third furce of five more ma- 
chines, making twenty German ma- 
chines in all, “loafing” around in the
